Page 9, 
ronceming the Abfcncc of ihe Govcmtir, is trroneous. 
He did not &il for England uodl Novebiber, 1677. 
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gHE Years 1675 and 1676, will ever 
fill a gloomy Page in New Eng- 
l Hiftory, and be equally memorable 
r the defperaie but inefFedtual EiForts of 
; primitive People, to rid their Country of 
its European Inhabitants, and the efficient Meafures 
adopted by the latter, againft the Chances of future 
Hoftilities. 

The Details of thefe Events, have come down to 
us in the Narratives of feveral prominent Adlors in 
them, and from them, we have been made familiar 
with the Scenes of Atrocity which diftinguifhcd 
the feveral Combatants in this War of mutual 
Extermination ; but in none of thefe Accounts do 
we find Evidence of that eameft Defire to render a 
ftridlly impartial Statement of Events, which alone 
conftitutes the higheft Aim of Hillory, and claims 
our ftrongeft Regard. The Writers of thefe Nar- 
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ratives, in their a<9:ivc Sympathies for the one Party, 
have fcarcely been willing to concede cither Juftice 
or Honor to the other. The Indian Leader who 
afted fo prominent a Part in this War, is reprefented 
as a Monfter in Iniquity, incapable alike of Gene- 
rofity or Sympathy, waging an unprovoked and 
aggreffive War upon inofFenfive Settlers, violating 
the moft folemn Engagement of Treaties, and wan- 
tonly butchering thofe who had extended to him 
the kindeft Offices of Friendfhip. 

The Account of the Origin of this War, given 
in the following Pages^ is believed to be the only 
one that has been printed, in which a cotemporary 
Writer has appeared anxious to reprefent in a favor- 
able Light, the Injuries that provoked the Natives 
to AcSs of Hoftility, or to concede to them Motives 
of Honor and Equity in previous Attempts to ad- 
juft the Grounds of Difpute without a final Refort 
to Arms* 

;i The Government of RJiode Ifland,. of which 
Mr. Eafton was a Member^ had been cxduded from 
the Union of the New En^andColomesf, on account 
of her heretical. Toleration of Deligiotis. Freedom,, 
aoidiher.opea Advocacy of that Liberty of jGonfcience 
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which 'has iihcc -become a diftinguKhing Feature 
of Our Gdrcrninent Her Territory was invaded 
by armtd Forces without previous Notification or 
Gonfent, and her Magift rates feized and carried to 
Piiforis beyond her Borders, for prefuming to quef- 
tion the Right of thefe informal Inroads upon her 
SoflL 

nThe Boundary between Connecticut and Rhode 
Iflafid, was at this Time a Subjedt of Difpute, and 
upon it depended the Queftion of feparate Exiftenc^^ 
to the greater Part of the latter. This Controverfy 
had excited a Feeling of Alienation between the two 
Colonies, as had a fimilar Queftion between the 
form^er and New York, and in fome Degree pre*- 
vented a cordial Cooperation, in Meafurcs tending 
to ^e- common Welfare of the Englifh Colonies; 
This may perhaps have influenced the Writer of the 
following Narrative, in hi&Defirc to prove that the 
Complaints of the Indians might have been peaccri 
abiy fettkdy and that the immediate Caufe of the 
Wari arofe from the Indifcretion of their NeighboM 
Wliatever, Weight this Motive may have had, therb 
iarfotiadiiiQidiinig' cither . in the Narrative: itfd^ be 
the Evidence^of other Writers,, to lead us to^xjiBaftioa 
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the Accuracy of the Fads therein ftatdd,' err tb^dmibt 
that the Grievances complained of, were fuHy as 
real as by diem reprefented. 

Slighter Grounds of Difference between cif^lized ' 
Nations have often fooner led to open War, and we 
may- perhaps find in this Cafe, no other Reafbn lor 
patient Forbearance under continued Wrongs, than \ 

the Fad: that the Indians were dependent upon the 
Whites for the Means of commencing and proier- 
cuting Hoftilities, and were without thofe Facilitios 
for Confultatioaand CocJperation which Education 
alone confers. 

Prompted by that inherent Senfe of Equality 
which has often led them to fhare equally with 
their Prifoners, the laft Morfel o/Food, the Indians 
had cheerfully given to the firft Colonills a liberal 
Share of their Lands^ and had not only fupplied 
them with Provifions wh^i they would otherwife 
have flarved, but had^fiiught them the Method o( 
cultivating Corn, and"th# Time and Mode of cafich- 
ihg Fifh, which prefefV^id them from Extr^mitiife ^ 

to which there woyld hsftrfe been nb dther Rdttefc '^ 
Thus favored and affiffed, thdC6ldni%'at^ Peace

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witb'tb^ Q4t]v^ Tribeg rapidly multiplied^ and their 
Fidfis pveiywhcre extended along the Valleys and 
over the Plains that had been the Haunts and th? 
Homes of th^ . prinsitive Owners. During more 
tkan fifty Years, they had been gaining fteadily upon 
fibe Wilderneis, and the Indians had propcM-tionaUy 
wafted away, deriving few and doubtful Benefits 
frdm. Civilization, but becoming daily more de*- 
graded by its Vices, and more dependent upon its 
Atts for the Means of Exiftcnce, 
I Mafikfoit, the chief Sachem of the Wampanoaga, 
had been the early and conftant Friend of the 
Whites^ and towards the Clofe.of his Life had taken 
his two Sons, upon whom his Authority was to 
defcend, to a principal Settler to make them pledge 
their continued Friendfhip to the Englifli. Alex-r 
ander, the elder of thefe Brothers, was a few Years 
after fummoned to appear and anfwer to Charge$ 
made againft him upon Sufpicion that he was plot-* 
ting the Deftruftion of the Settlers ; but not obey- 
ing promptly, he was furprifed at an unguarded 
^Moment, and taken towards Plymouth* Exafpe- 
jcated at thia. Treatment, he fell fick, was released 

B 
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under the Pledge of Hoftages, but died on his Way 
Home. 

The chief Authority devolved upon Metacom, ^ 
better known as Philip, on the Death of his Brother, 
and vvrhatever may have been his early Feeling 
towards the Englifli, there can be no Doubt that 
from this Period he harbored a fecret Refolution of 
Vengeance, although Policy led him for a Seafon to 
conceal his Purpofe under a Cloak of Friendfhip, 
and even to confent to repeated Renewals of the 
Treaties of Amity, which his Father had made. 

With this Defign he vifited many Indian Tribes, 
portrayed in eloquent Language the fteady En- 
croachments of the Settlers, reminded them of their 
ancient Power now rapidly wafting away, and in- 
voked them by the Love of Country and Kindred, 
the Memory of their Forefathers, and their Duty 
to Pofterity, to unite in driving from the Land thefe 
dangerous Rivals, whole paft Encroachments fore- 
fliadowed the rapid and complete Deftruftion of 
their Race. 
- The Magnitude of this Enterprifei and the evi-

moft comprehenfive Generalization, while his future 
Goiurie proved him the Owner of Talents equal to 
the moft preffing Emergencies that might arife in 
the Execution of its Details. 

His Ta6t in enlifting the Narraganfetts, the 
hereditary Enemies of his Tribe, in the general 
Scheme which he had formed, indicates the Pof* 
fefSon of a fair Degree of diplomatic Skill, and a 
thorough Knowledge of the human Charadter. 

The Circumftances attending the Gonference 
related in the following Narrative, are particularly 
iaterefting, as fhowing the Wrongs which had for 
Years been practiced upon the unfufpedting Natives^ 
ajnd the lively Senfe of Injuftice which thefe Inju- 
ries, had awakened. The fimple confiding Ignor- 
Jince of thefe untutored Sons of Nature, had led 
them on from one Gonceffion to another, until they 
were brought to a forcible Realization of the Value 
of Land, by a preffing Senfe of its Want, and found 
themifelves.in almoft as feeble and dependent a 
Gondition, ,as were the Englifh upon their firft 
Arrival. . . ^-'v 
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1 ' There is fomething pccuKariy refined andfelevaled 
m the Sentiment expreffed by Philip, in anfwier txi 
dicir Remark, that the Whites were now too ftr6ng 
for the Indians, when he replied, that then the 
Englijh Jhould do to them^ as they didy when they 4v^i 
toojirong for the Englijh. In this was expre&d the 
Spirit of that moft facred Injund:ion of Scripture, 
diat " all Things whatfoever ye would that Men' 
fhould do to you, do ye even fo to them," with all' 
the additional Obligation that a previous Perform- 
ance of this Duty could impofe. 

His Plans, it is faid, had been laid with Reference 
to their Development in the Spring of 1676, but 
were prematurely haftened by the Death of Safla-' 
ipon, and the Executions which followed, 

' Perhaps fearing that he might be feledled as the 
next Vidtim, Philip kept himfelf furrounded by his 
armed Followers, and finally yielding to tl^ir Impa- 
ti^ice for Phinder, allowed them to commit Dep- 
redations« Thefc by provoking an Attack firom ; 
the Whites, relieved him from the Superftitioufi 
dtdad iMbich he is. faid to have entertained of beginvi 
nmgilhfi^War, and ^fM^rire HoiQiilities^qmc^^^ 
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i XiieiiiiDfl'j Attack was : made at Swanfea upon 
People mtinning from public Worihip. A Body i 
of Troops acriving foon after, were fired upon, andi 
one of the Party killed. The Indians fled, mark- 
ing their Courfe by burning Houfes, and fixing otk 
Pqka the Heads of thofe they had flain ; but being 
pr^fled by the Troops, PhiUp left Mount Hope and 
retired to a Swamp at Pocaflet, where he fucceeded; 
in repelling the Englifti and killing fixteen of theit; 
Number. 

Learning that his Enemy was preparing to guard 
every Exit from the Swamp and thus reduce him 
to Starvation, he efcaped towards the Nipmucks in: 
Worceftcr County, purfued by People of Rehoboth 
and Providence. The Indians continued to hang 
upon the Outfkirts of the Settlements in finall 
Parties, committing frequent Murders, and gener^7 
231y evading Purfuit. Being intimately acquainted^ 
with every Locality, they could eafily fall tipon an? 
ungtmrded Hamlet, murder its Inmates, and.efcapCi 
befons^a Alarm could be raiied, or a Force coUedted;; 
Mei^on;^:Brookiield, Deerfield, Hadley, Northfidbd^ 
Hatfi^Id,^iN-orthampton and Springfield, became; i&i 
Turn the Scene of deiperat^ Encounters, in wfaicbi 
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Fortune favored fometimes one and at other Times 
the other Party. Philip, who was generally prefent 
in thefe Engagements to dired: his Men, evinced a 
Boldnefs mingled with Caution, that defied the 
utmoft Efforts of the Englifh to gain any fignal 
Advantage. 

It being no longer doubted that the Narragan- 
fetts were in fecret Alliance with Philip, War was 
declared againft them by the Commiflioners of the 
United Colonies in November, and in December 
an Army of from fifteen hundred to two thoufand 
Men, including Volunteers, Indians and a Troop of 
Horfe, the whole under the Command of General 
Winflow, afTembled in the Neighborhood of the 
Enemy. The Indians, under Philip, were located 
on an Ifland in a Swamp in South Kingfton, Rhode 
Ifland, and had furrounded their Camp with Pal- 
lifades and an almoft impenetrable Hedge of fallen 
Trees, with their Tops pointing outwards. Within 
this Inclofure, the Indians had gathered with their 
Families to the Number of three thoufand, comfort- 
ably fupplied with Provifions and armed with Bov^^^s 
and Arrows, Mufkets and Tomahavi^ks. 
r Here, on the i8th of December, was fought th^ 



maft bloody Battle recx)rded in the earjy Annals of 
New England, in which feven hundred Indian War- 
riors were flain and thre ehundred wounded ; three 
hundred more and as many Women and Children 
taken Prifoners. The Number of Women and 
Children that perifhed in the Flames was never 
known. The Englifh loft fix Captains and eighty 
Men in killed and one hundred and fifty in 
wounded. 

. The Weather was intenfely cold, and the Eng- 
liftx fufFered extremely from Cold and Fatigue while 
traveling in deep Snows. Philip fled, and is fup*- 
pofed to have paffed the Winter upon the weftern 
Borders of Maflachufetts. The Winter was re- 
niarkably mild, and upon the Hudfon River open- 
ing unexpectedly in February, the Governor of 
New York fent up feveral Sloops laden with Soldiers 
and military Stores, to refift any Attack which 
Philip might make in that Quarter. Sudbury, 
lirancafter and Medfield were attacked inPebruaiy. 
i T;he Spring opened with renewed Hoftilitics, 
^ad;. Pirta of Groton, Marlborough> Warwifcfc, 
Rehoboth andi Providence were burned. A memos; 
riiblei Engagement lioccurred in Rehoboth, oii. the 



Ji6th cf March, ■ known as the *^ Pierce; P%ht^Ndb 
which Capt. Michael Picroe, of Sciitate, at^^thb 
Head of a Band of 63 Englifh and d fewiMen^ 
Indians^ was led into ah Ambufcade, in whicfe 5^ 
Eniglifh and i o of their Indian Allies were ilaiii oh 
the Spot, but not without deftroying feveral 'Viai& 
this Number of their Enemies.

The Indians fcattering in fmall PartK^, We** 
enabled to diftrad: the Attention of the Eng^ifh 
Forces by fimultaneous Attacks in different Quarters. 
In March, a Body of Volunteers from ConnedJicut, 
iucceeded in capturing Conanchet, Sachem of thfe 
Narraganfetts, who Was fcarcely lefs formidable thift 
Philip, and Expeditions upon the Strongholds '^f 
the Indians were conftantly reducing their Numbers 
and rendering their Prolpedts more gloomy. 

On the 1 8th of May, Capt. Turner, with -180 
Men, furprifed a large Party of Indians at the great 
F^i in the Connedicut River, above Deerfield. 
They found the Camp entirely unguarded, aftd fl6# 
gf eat Numbers, while others ruflied into- the ill v«i^> 
*fiffy* lx> ^' meet a watery Grave; The^ En^ifh IfoA 
t>k»f ^^fl*, Whill^ tlie Itidiii^ after«raftte::iBttkki^^ 
Lofs of 300 Men in killed and c^wned, fome of 
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tkiixi^boikg^-pa^bipdi Saohems. In retdming^ A^ 
^gKftimiheir turn experienced heavy Reveffes at 
fber Hands of another Lodge of Indians^ in whick 
CapfeiTurncr was killed* and before reaching Hat- 
field their Numbers were reduced to thirty^ighit 
Men* :. 

The Slaughter at the Falls proved a death Blow 
let the Hopes of Philip, and from this Time Mif- 
fortunes clofed thickly upon him. There ftiU, how-* 
ftver, remained fufficient Force to ferioufly annoy 
tbe. Settlements. On the 3ath of May, fix or feveh 
liundred Indians invaded Hatfield, burned feveral 
Houfes without the Fortification, and killed five 
ilVIcn, but were repulfed with the Lofs of five Times 
t)]|ia Number. 

On the Morning of the 1 2th of June, about feven 
Jiundi^d Indians made a furious AfiTault upon Had- 
lcy,f aiKl the Inhabitants were thrown into greit 
Qonfufioh and Alarm. The Indians fucceeded in 
for^tiog the Palifiides and gaining PofiTeffion of one 
jy^if, Jbut were beaten back with Lofsi Suddenly^ 
I, M.^a of BoljJiJ Mieii, peculiar in Drcfs, veneraWfi 
W j4jpfft«r«^t 40d qraaifefliy iamiliar ^th imUtiurf 
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Affairs, aflumed the Command, ordered the Englifli 
to rally in the Manner beft adapted to meet the 
preffing Emergency, and by his Voice and Example 
infpired them to new Adtivity and Courage. Under 
his Diredtion the Indians were at length repulied 
with Lofs, and driven into the Woods. The myfr 
terious Stranger as fuddenly difappeared, and it was 
long reported and believed that an Angel from 
Heaven had led them to Viftory, It was after- 
wards found, that this Perfon was Col. Goife, the 
Regicide, who had for fifteen Years, with Whalley 
his Father-in-law, been concealed in the Colony, 
and who was then living in ftridt Seclufion in the 
Family of Mr. RufTell the Minifter. 

The Indians began to lofe their Courage with 
thefe Failures, and their Attacks were thenceforth 
made with lefs Bravery. They alfo found new 
Enemies in the Mohawks of New York, who wil- 
lingly liftened to Propofitions, from the Englifli to 
engage in a War againil the eaftern Indians. They 
did this the more readily, from having difcoiered 
an Aft of Treachery on the Part of Philip. . 
J. A Party of a 60 Indians, on their Way Weftwacd 
from the Cojinefticut, was furprifed in the ^wefcnt 



^oH^ of Stbckbridge, of whom about fixty wei'c 
killed artd taken, with the Lofs of but one Man. 
' Thus repulfed from the Connecticut, Philip re- 
turned to the Plymouth Colony, ftill following out 
his Purpofe of Extermination, but daily lofing his 
Counfelors and Friends, his Captains and Warriors. 
He continued to ftruggle againft Fate, and to gather 
new Energies from the Defperation into which his 
Affairs were plunged. His Wife and Children were 
feized or killed, and many of his Followers gave up 
in Defpair and threw themfelves upon the Mercy 
of the Englifti. Retiring to Mount Hope, his 
former Refidence, he took Refuge in a Swamp with 
about two hundred of his Men. Some Time be- 
fore he had flain one of his Followers, who pre- 
fumed to propofe Submiflion to the Englifh, and 
the Brother of this Indian, in Revenge betrayed the 
Secret of his Retreat. Captain Benjamin Church, 
who had been diftinguiflied throughout the War 
for his Courage and Succefs, furrounded the Swanip 
bn: the 1 2th of Auguft, 1676, and but fixty of the 
Indians e&apidi Philip was fhot byari IndiaHand 
fisll T^ith his Faoc in the Mud. ^ His Head was cut 
J9fi>and lexhibitaed as a Trophy^ "^

This Policy, and the Grounds upon which it was 
bafed, were not underftood by thofe who had Occa- 
fion to deal with thefe Indians, and the unpleafant 
Feeling which followed the Failure of informal 
Attempts at Negotiation, has in fome Degree influ-^ 
enced the public Mind, and imparted to the hiftoric 
Page a Tinge of Prejudice againft the Conduft of 
New York, which is by no means deferved, A 
careful Study of thefe Documents will convince the* 
Reader, that whenever proper Courtcfy was fhown 
to New York in thefe Tranfaftions, the Subje<ft of 
Requeft received proper Attention^ " . ."■ ii '/

to engage in a Purfuit fo congenial to their Taftes, 
and had Hoftilities continued, would doubtlefs have 
aided in an efFedtual Manner, in the War againft 
Philip. Indeed upon feveral Occafions after the 
Peace, they made Inroads upon the Chriftan Indians 
of Natick and other Villages, miftaking them for 
the late Enemies to the Englifti ; and it became 
neceflary to explain to them that their Services were 
not further needed, and to difluade them from 
Hunting in that Quarter, leaft they might injure 
the friendly Natives. 

The rude and unadorned Style and Language of 
thefe Documents afford an interefting View of the 
Period and the Events to which they relate, and we 
are enabled to catch a Glimpfe of the Manners of 
the Age, the Relations exifting between the Whites 
and the Indians, the Hopes and Fears of the Colo- 
niils, and the Light in which thefe Events were 
regarded by the Government of New York, morei 
jfadsfadtorily perhaps than could have been done by 
any other Means. Should they in any Degree 
anfwer this Purpofe, the Obje(9: of their Publication 
will be accompliflied.

It feemes Nonecraft hath become an old Enemy 
to yc Englifli fo to be fufpedted. Mr. Thomas 
Terry, " of Block Ifland, informes mee that he hath 
had 6 Indyans Servants run away from him, which 
Nonecraft protects and keepes, though none of his 
Indians. I thinke you may do well to admonifh

They are their 
own Words, and the Subftance thereof they alfo 
had expreffed before Mr. Backer, but fince my 
writeing of them, w^^ was almoft a Week fince, I 
perceiue that deliuering up their Armes to the In- 
dians doth not relifh well w^^ the Englifh, efpecially 
fince of late we h ... of the great Slaughter they 

haue made vp Englifh in other Parts of the 

Country. I perceiue at Southampton y^ Englifh 
are much troubled, the Indians haue their Armes, 
and I thinke it doth much diflurbe y^ Spirits of 
thofe have them not. As for thefe Indians, for my 
owne Part I doe thinke they are as cordiall Friends 
to the Englifh as any in y^ Country, and what is 
written by y"^ and known by many to be y^ Truth, 
though God knows their Hearts as their Counfellor 
(^. Yo** Hon^s PredecefTor wrote feverall Letters to 
me to flirre me vp about inflrudting the Indians in 
the Knowledge of God and his Religion, and that 
he would further and encourage the Bufines, fo 
farr as lay in his Power.

Capt. Brockholes : 

I long much to have an Acco^ from you. Yef- 
terday wee had the Newes of Springfield being 
burnt, ^ and Indyan Strength in thofe Parts, which 
evinces the Neceffity of yo^ being carefull in keep- 
ing good Guards. 



^ On the Night of Oftober 4th, 
1675, an Exprefle was defpatched 
from Windfor, Ct., to Springfield, 
Mafs., with the Intelligence derived 
from a friendly Indian, that a Party 
of about 300 of Philip's Warriours 
were on their Way to bum the 
Town and deftroy the Inhabitants. 
The Alarm was haftily fpread, and 
the Citizens fled to the fortified 
Houfes, three in Number, with fuch 
Valuables and Neceflaries as they 
could carry. On the Morning pre- 
vious, the Springfield Soldiers, to 
the Number of 45, had left for 
Hadley, to join in a Demonllration, 
concerted againft the Enemy at that 
Place, and a Meflenger was fent 



thither to inform them of the threat- 
ened Danger. When the Morning 
came, no Enemy appearing, two 
Perfons rode forwards toward the 
Indian Fort, and were fhot by the 
Foe in Ambufh. The Town was 
foon filled by Savages ; about thirty 
Dwellings and twenty- five Bams 
were bumed, befides the Com and 
Saw Mill ; four or fist Perfons were 
wounded, and onePerfon was killed. 
The Enemy retired on the Arrival 
of the military Force that had been 
recalled, leaving the Setdement in 
Ruin and the Inhabitants in the 
greateft Diftrcfs near the Verge of 
Winter.

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I have nothing more to add to yo*" Inftrudtions, 
but that you order Matters the beft you can ac- 
cordingly, and fee that the Maques may fee tis 
ffriendfhip, not Apprehenfion or Need of them, but 
for their Good : Hearing that they and the Sinnekes 
are inclinable to a Warre w^ the Indyans to the Eaft, 
if foe, though they have not yet attack^ us, *tis the 
Opinion of my Councell, that 'twere well the iaid 
Maques were rather encouraged than hindred ; and 
you may lett them have a ffree Markett for Powder 
&c. as formerly, continued. 

Pray remember mee to all w^^ you. I hope my 
Brother, Knapton,' Sharpe,^ &c. will bee here per 
firft.

The Place was gar- 
rifoned by two Companies, under 
the Command of Captains Mofeley 
and Poole, who were foon joined by 
a Reinforcement from IJatfield under 
Captain Appleton.
